"The roar of tJio fit;ht was not stojjped 
by darkness. The scene beeamo infinite- 
ly more beautiful as tho hills were light- 
ed by the glare from^^fliimeismtting.bat-. 
tories, which had 'beeal'^ciurifel^lVisiblo 
in the daylight. Each"bf ftlie' thb'usands 
ot shells became a pyrotocliuici^poctaclo, 
while lines of fires rocked and quivered 
Imrk and forth where the infantry was 
bdldins our trouchcs against the creep- 
iiij,' .la panose columns. The latter iiad 
almost reached the trenches of the 2-ltli 
regiment, aided by tho darkness. The 
uien, who were at supper, dropjwd their 
soup and black bread, turned out quick- 
ly and drove oft the .Tapanese with their 
linyonets.

.They have been marching -and fighting 
since August 2:J, but in spite of this 
they attacked with spirit. Tho Japan- 
cs'i are conddont that they have already 
swept hack the strong Russian forco 
with .wliieh they have been engaged, 
and it is jirobalde that wlien the de- 
tails are known it will be found that 
a great tragedy was enacted today 
aiong the Taitse river. 

Tho Taitse is Hooded and cannot bo 
forded, tioneral Oku, in command of 
the Japanese'left army, has directed his 
energies to force the Russians to the 
river, and it is probable , that: .there 
were many drowned there. ^)yiv;^S%;:.v« , 

A private despatch 'received- ilifere; re- 
ports that great fires , are jraglng at 
'Liaoyang. This statement "is not con- 
firmed oUlcially. The fires are believ- 
ed to result from the Japanese shelling 
or from ell'orts of the Russian to de- 
stroy their stores preparatory to the 
evacuation of Liaoyang, witli the addi- 
tional hope of injuring the city as a 
future Japanese base. 

UuoIUcial estimates place the Ru»a!an 
forces in the vicinity of Liaoyang at 
15 divisions of 15,000 men each; This 
is i>robably exeossivo, but it is evident 
that, uuuierically, tho Russians exceed 
the Japanese. Tho opinion that the 
Jtussian casualties in the recent fight- 
ing will reach 30,000, is confidently ex- 
pected in iliigh quarters here. Neither 
Field Marshal Oyama nor the Japan- 
ese army commanders have yet esti* 
mated the Russian losses. 

It seems "that tho Japanese avoided a 
direct assault upon liiaoyang itself, but' 
devoted their energies to the troops 
or.lsido the city and an effort td cut 
off the Russian retreat. Liaoyang ds 
strongly .'fortified and it is probable that 
the Japanese, .will, not- attack the city 
■directly until they . have succeeded in 
isolating it. Should the Russians aiban- 
don Liaoyang, the Japanese iwill, of 
course, enter. 

JOINS IN PROTEST. 

St. Petersburg. Sept. 2.— The United 
(States also has protested to Russia 
against the seizure of tho cargO' of the 
British steamer Calchas. The protest 
follows the lines of the case of the 
Portland and Asiatic line . steamer 
Arabia, in declining to recognize as a 
cottrabaud cargo the goods and food" 
stuffs in the ordinary course of trade 
and not designed for use of belligerents. 
The Associated Press is able to state 
on very liigh authority that the Rus- 
sians will decline to enter -into the 
negotiatious proposed by the United 
vStatcs August 21 in regard to the un- 
restricted recognition of American pass- 
Iiorts. I

Not Satislieil Wilh Seeing Japanese 
Battles i''roni Afar Off. 

Chcfoo, Si'iit. 2. — 'Two ^Vmeriean 
newspaper eorrcspoiuleiUs have arrived 
hero from tho headiiuartors of the .sec- 
ond Japanese army, and will leave for 
tho lIiiiteKl States September 8. Tlioy 
say that the foreign attaches and news- 
paper correspondents rwith the second 
aniiy witnessed tho battle of August 
21! from a distance of eight miles, and 
this was so unsatisfactory to them tliat 
tliey united iu a round robin to tlio Ja- 
parese authoritios protesting tliat, be- 
cause of this restriction on anovoments 
their usefulness was at ail end.

YANKEE ENTERPRISE. 

Cliefoo, Sept'. 2.— Major L. L. Seaman, 
United iStates army, returned to Chefoo 
today after an adventurous attempt to 
enter Port Arthur. Leaving Chefoo 
August 25, Major Seaman proceeded to 
Takintau, ono of the Miatu islamls.

On August 28 he secured a 
small junk and, with a favorable wind, 
siied toward Port Arthur. lU'. passed 
a .lapanese cruiser uniioti<.'ed, and saw 
four battleships in the vicinity of the 
harbor's mouth. His junk drifted too 
close to the shore, and it was lired on 
by Japanese rillomei;. Discovering tho 
iniposHibilitv of landing in tlie face of 
the shore giianl aud warships. Major 
Senaiaa reluctantly returned. Major 
Si>iiinan has made every i)0.ssiblo effort 
io make niodieal aud hygienic observa- 
tinns of battlonolds in the present -war, 
and despite seemingly unBtirmountablo 
obstncles, has been partially successful. 
The result of his ob.servatioiis will be 
giveu in tho military section of the 
Incdicnl congress at St. Louis.

It is Jiot our intention to <liscuss tlic 
personnel of the railway commission, 
the members of which are at present in 
the city of Victoria. 'Bveryhody knows 
that tho Hon. Jlr. Blair, the former Min- 
ister of Itaihvays, is what is known as 
a strong man, ami liis collca^'iu', Dr. 
Mills, is a man ot gfiicraiiy wide infor- 
mation, having presumedly a knowledge 
ot the conditions which come wiiiiiii tlio 
purview of the necessary invcsii^-ations. 
AVe wish simply to refer to the j,M-;itily- 
ing fact that at Victoria, wlicrc in years 
gone 'by, there lias been a good deal of 
complaint in regard to railway discrimi 
nation, etc., and on the Island ot Van- 
couver generallj- there is not a single 
complaint to be laid before tlic com- 
:mission, wliich consetiuently will not 
hold a session in this city. Wo do 
not know to what cause to attribute th's 
remarkablo immunity from comiilaint 
but evidently the traiisjiortation compa 
nies on this island are giving satisfac 
tion. We look upon it as a good, ootcu 
for the future, and trust that such a sat- 
isfactory state of affairs mny long con 
tinue. 



RAIDBOAD BUILDING IX ALASKA 

Some time ago we puldislicd the state- 
iiient that large sliipniciits of riul.s Jiad 
Ijeen juade to Alaska in connection with 
the construction of the Alaska Central 
Railroad, wliicli is evidence that consid- 
erable development is going on in that 
country, which adjoins our own Canad- 
ian Yukon. The Alaska Central Railroad 
Jias its tidewater terminus at the head 
of Resurrection Bay, an arm of Cook's 
inlet, and is being pushed forward into 
the interior. It :s in operation for a 
distance of ten miles, and we are in- 
^pimed on the authority of a San Frau- 
ctsco psiiper that financial arrangements 
have been made for its e.vtensioii to tlie 
Mataniiska coal lield in t)ie .Sliiisliitna 
valley, 150 miles from' the seaboard. 
The primary object of the construction 
of the line, we are told, is to open up 
the coal lield.s and provide an outlet for 
tlie output on llie coast. 

There aro copper deposits, also, locat- 
ed adjacent to its route/ whose develop- 
ment will ho facilitated .by its construc- 
tion. The plans of the promoters of 
tlie eiiterjirisc iiicliidcs its ullimatc ex- 
tei;s;oii into the TaiuUia valley to a 
IKiint on the central reaches of tho Yu- 
kon River. In tliis way the very heart 
of the Territory will lie tapjud. It 
proniisi's to have an iiuporiaiil iiillueiuje 
on the future settlement of the interior I 
"Of -lAJaska, as niut'h of the land aloii;; 
: which the route has been laid is vaiu- 
uHe 'for the pasturage of - Stock and 
suited for the raising Of the hardier 
grains and vegetables. 

Tiie systematic settlement of Alaska 
is largely dependent on the construction 
of railroads to facilitate communication 
between the interior and the sea. Sev- 
eral lines have been projected, including 
tlii, Alaska -.CentraK Xwioif citf ihem ore 
in the course of development. The Coun- 
cil City and Solomon River Railroad is 
opening up the mineral lands on the Se- 
ward iieniusula. This system will ulti- 
mately connect all the principal niin- 
eralized areas and centres of population 
and mining throughout tlie Solomon 
River, (Joiiiicil City, Opliir Creek, Blue- 
stone, York ami Nome ref,'i(jns witli the 
liiiewater ami vi.'ssel lraiis]iorlation at 
.Sokmoii Kiver, (ij-aiitley harbor, I'ort 
Clarence mid Cood Hope Hay. When 
this is donu the peninsula will be prac- 
tically gridironed with rails and siis- 
<( ptible of the highest development in- 
dustrially.

It has all it can do for some 
years to slretcli its lino to this coast. 
When that is accomplished it may de- 
vote alt<'iitioii to brnuch lines and "feed- 
ers. Our policy meanwhile sliould be 
to take stepsito ounble us to secure a 
lu-edominaiit sluire in the new co.'.st- 
wise and other trade which the con-, 
structiou of the new railway and the 
How of population into Northern British 
iColumbia will liriiig into existence. 
That is sound business policy, .\sking 
now for a .southern terminus is like cry- 
ing for the moon. 

It might not bo nnii.ss to suggest that 
one nran is just as apt to know as mtich 
of the aims and designs of the manage- 
ment of the new railway as another. We 
do not know that Mr. Hays or his as- 
sociates have taken any person on this 
coast into their confidence. It is (piito 
true that the.piaiu ohject o't the Grand 
Trunk I'acific at present is to get to the 
coast; but it- i.s aiso-true timt one of 
the objects of the company is to do bus- 
iness when it reaches It. If it can be 
shown that in five years from now there 
will tie sulllcient tralllc to justify con- 
struction to a southern tcrinintis the 
matter will, no doubt, have tlie careful 
consideration of tlie niaii.-igciiieiit. and 
we are not so .sun; that this iiarti<ailar 
"moon" i^ so far away as not to b-.. 
cried for with some liojie of success. lu 
fact, it is not beyond the reasonable 
limits. of prohahility that tlie ineoii mas- 
cry for us. Our coutemporarv certain- 
ly ad vises, a wisft course to pui"sne win-n 
It suggests to ;fcU'e''cdiisi cities to take all 
advantage ^ossi'hle of . the oiiportunities 
which the situation will afford; aud 
in any event it is not wisdom to run 
after the railway officials.

.No disease is so fatal to children as 
cholera liifautuni. Lvery mother or liar- 
eiit should watch for the slightest symp- 
toms and call lu the family physieinn aud 
have the senim injected. It has been 
found t'hat the earlier tUe serum Is used 
the greater tlic chances for complete im- 
munity against further Inroads of the 
complaint. 

It Is reported by Shiga that antl-dysen- 
terlc serum Is being used In the Japanese 
army. It is also being iireiiared for the 
Uusslau government to prevent epidemics 
of dVKcutery. It Is both an Immunizing 
aud curative agent. The result of its use 
liv the-oppouIuB armies has not yet been 
made known. When the story of the wnr Is 
written, not the least Interesting chapter 
will lie the cMi- dealing with this new 
metlinil of llgiiting one of llie greatest eii- 
eiiili's the uriiiies iiave to encounter— -the 
hacillus dyseuteriae.

(iraiiVh: De.scrlpthm of .Menl In the Coun- 
try of the Dliala Lama. 

Tea forms one of the principal articles 
of commerce throughout Tibet and Mon- 
golia, says W. (.". Jamiesoii Ueiil in August 
Outlug. The native is mlseraliie without 
it, mill wheu ll eanuot be olitained Is will- 
ing to chest himself by various expedients, 
such as liolUnir dried onion heads, licrbs, 
or even an iafusion of chips of wood in 
water, lu order that he may not be, nt 
least, without a suggestion of bis favorite 
beverage. The lea Iniported from Ciiliia Is 
jiressed Into small oliloiig-shapeil bricks, 
made up into c.ises of nine lirleks. securely 
.sewn lu rawlilile, anil uol only Is used as 
a lieverage, but iu fact forms a staple of 
currency as negotlahle as Hank of Lug- I 
land notes or American paper currency. ' 

The native method' ot preparing this 
delicacy Is not ni)petlzlng. The tea Is first 
ground Into a Hue powder by vigorously 
lioimillng it in a mortar until no splints 
of wood or other Impurities are visllile to 
the eye; It Is then put Into the kettle, 
when the water is hot, to boll ten or llf- 
teen minutes.

Some Timely Suggestions by the Well 
Known Authority, Caspar Wlillney. 

.So many lives sre lost each season on 
the water by criminal carelessness and Ig- 
norance, that, at the risk of being trite, 
says Caspar 'Whitney, in Outing, I am re- 
peating a few timely don'ts for those who 
number rowing or sailing among their 
summer recreations. 

First — Do not go out in a canoe, row- 
boat or ballbout, small or large, unless it 
carries enough life-saving buoys or cush- 
ions to float all on board In case of an 
upset or collision. 

Second — iJo not go out in a saiihont ex- 
eeiit with a skipper of experience. Many 
a boatload is upset throiigli the mistaken 
Idea, prevalent at summer resorts, that 
any one can hamile a suinll , sailboat. In 
case of fatal accident, tlie guilty, iiii-om- 
potent skipper slionid get ten years' im- 
prisonment at liard labor. 
-' Third— In case of a party In a rowbont, 
bo sure you arc Anally seated before leav- 
ing shore, partlcubirl.v If there are girls. 
I'ermit no one to attem|it to exchange 
seats after leaving shore or to put a foot 
on the edge or gunwab' of the boat, to 
exchange scats, or to rock the boat. Hock- 
ing boats for fun by rollicking young peo 
pie loses many lives every year. Where 
the waters become rough from a sudden 
siiunll or a passing steamer, never rise In 
the lioat, but settle down as close to the 
bottom as possible, nntll the water Is 
smooth again — and don't scream or talk 
to the oarsman. 

Fourth — Tf overturned, a non-shWmmer, 
by drawing the arms up to the sides and 
pushing down with widely extended hands, 
while stalr-cllmbing, or treadlnjc water 
with the feet, may keep up several min- 
utes, often when a single minute means 
life; or throwing out the arms, dog fash- 
ion, forward overhand and pulling lu, as 
If reaching for sometlilng, may keep one 
at least aliout until help comes, A woman's 
skirts, held out by her extended arms, 
while she uses her feel as If climbing 
stairs, will often keep her up until rescued.

Not Ambergris.— l.'nde.r the delusion 
tiat pieces oi wloile oi' oilier fat cast 
lip by the waves -on the lieaelics are 
liimp.s of ambergris, nuuibers of iiei- 
sons bnvC' hiade< trijis to N'ictoria to 
dispose of thei'r' ■sii|iiioKe<lly iirecious 
treiisurc trove, only lo be jaiformed by 
111 rsous qunlili<?d to judge that the 
stuff is worthless blubber. The latest 
victim of this strange delusion Im an 
Indian who arrived all Jbe way from 
Massct, tjiu'cn Cliarlolte islands, w.itli 
what he fondly imagined was a line 
liiece of ambergris, ll is not r-asy In 
«er Ihe Indians to give up their beJief 
that llie stuff is Ihe verit.aJde jniber- 
;.'ris. as thev frenerally siisjicct the per- 
son who teils Iheiii that it is vjilueless 
of Irving to idieat them out of Ji jirize. 
The genuine ambergris occurs in irregu- 
lar masses, varying from the sire of a 
walnut to that of a cocoaunt, and eome- 
tiiiies larger. It is iu color piukisli 
vellow, seiui-trausparent, emits a pleas- 
ant, though heavy, perfume, and bus 
a viscid, gluey coiisislency. It i« sup- 
| osed to be all excrescence from wounds 
■iiillicle<l iiccideiilally, or caused by ilis- 
ei.se, in the body of the .siierm whale. 
.\mliergris is usually found lloiilinu' at 
sea.

FATAL ACCIDENT 

/\T MOUNT iilCKER 



Wm. Stayner Loses His Life 
While Unloading Logs 
From Train. 



William Stayncr -.vas instantly killed 
at Moimt Sicker on Thursday afternoon, 
as the residi of a peculiar accident. lie 
uitli other men was engaged in unloail- 
ing logs from a Hat car. One log had 
licen siici i'ssi'iilly placcil on the ground, 
and a seiMOid log was being unloaded 
wlicn it suddenly fell, striking the end 
<it' skid wliieli w.as laying crosswise of 
the log. Till- skid was thing with great 
violence towards Stayner and struck 
liim a territie Idow on the head, wiiich 
felled him to the ground.

The olllcers of tho Tartar Jiad little 
to add to the sum of news from tli 
Orient, but were eager to learn the lat- 
est, which they found in the copies of 
the ..Morning Colonist of yesterday. Jn- 
teiiso interest, they say, is now shown 
all over the Orient in the struggle he- 
twcLMi the two powers, and while sym 
patliy is generally expressed for .fapan, 
i'; is held by Kuropean experts now in 
th<! .Orient that the ultimate end of thu 
stTuggle must bo tho triumpli of Rus- 
sia. 

The Tiirtar liad a somewhat narrow 
escape herself on the voyage out, being 
actually iu sight of the raiding deet 
from Vladivostoek. The fortunate ac 
ciik'iit of a sudden fog vising just as 
the Tartar was making Yokohama sav- 
ed licr from capture by the Ilussians. 
When the fog cleared the 'Uusjiiaii 
siimidron could be seen out at sea olf 
Vokohama, in the ver.\ line ."which the 
Tartar had shortly before passed. It 
was not doubted by the ollicers of thu 
steamer that a fate similar to that 
Nvhirh liefell the luit'ortunate Knight 
Coiumandei- would i»n)lial)ly have over- 
taken the Tartar, as she had aboard a 
coi;siderable (juantity of Hour and .other 
foodstuffs. • ■ , .V-- .
